WHY PERSONAL EVANGELISM? 


We believe that Christ was the only perfect man, and as we 
accept Him, and strive to follow in His footsteps, or way of life, 
our lives will grow better and richer. 


Man is by nature religious. Even in the most remote parts of 
the world, where civilization has not penetrated, we find men 
striving to find God. When our ancestors first came to this 
country, the Indians believed in the Great Spirit, and in a life 
hereafter. So it is, on the most remote islands, men are striving 
to find. God, and believe in some kind of spiritual life. 


The Bible is a book written by men inspired by God, and year 
after year out sells all other books. It has been translated in more 
languages than any other, and though most books go through a 
short period of popularity, the Bible goes on year after year, 
generation after generation, and century after century, and be 
comes increasingly popular, which should convince us of its 
wisdom and Divine origin. 


One of its most familiar verses is John 3:16, "God so loved the 
world that He gave His only begotten Son that whosoever 
believeth on Him should not perish, but have everlasting life." In 
John 3:36 we read, "He that believeth on the Son has everlasting 
life, and he that believeth not the Son shall not see life, but the 
wrath of God abideth on him." 


As we believe that Christ was the Son of God and the only 
perfect man, and by accepting Him and following His teachings, 
man has, by the grace of our Lord, Jesus Christ, raised his social 
thinking and the welfare of all mankind, as well as his own.

ASSUME they are members of some Church. Do not say:

If they have never made a commitment to Christ, or been 
members of a Church, "You would like to, wouldn't you?" or

AIM HIGH. Try for the whole family. (A Christian family is a 
happy family.)

USE SUGGESTION. Also, leading questions. Tell own 
experience, also experiences of others.

Appeals -He who 
believes in the Son has everlasting life, spiritually* (John 
3:36) 

A) CHRISTIAN FELLOWSHIP -associates. 

B) CHRISTIAN SERVICE -desire to help others. 

C) INTELLECT -appeal to good judgment. 

D) CONSCIENCE -the urge to do right. 

E) DUTY -what they owe to God, community, self, 

children, home, parents, etc. 


F) INFLUENCE -on others, community, family. 

G) SPIRITUAL HELP -the only life is the Christian way. 

H) JOY AND PLEASURE in doing right. 

1) GOD'S LOVE revealed in Jesus Christ. 

J) FEELINGS for mother, for children, for home, etc. 

K) CHRISTMAS DAY, Easter, Mothers’ Day, etc. 

L) USE APPEALS that fit the person and his situation. 

M) LOVED OR LIKED. If we all stayed away or did not join 
and serve there would be no Church. 

N) BE LOOKED UP TO, or be more influential in the 
community. 


EVANGELISM. 


A) Appealing to boys-young 
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Remember there are no bad boys, at least in their 
own minds. They do not intend to be bad. They have 
high ambitions in life. If they have missed the mark, 
no doubt they have not been in the right 
environment or company. 

Appeal to ego -They want to grow up to be good 
men, they want good jobs, they want good homes, 
they want good company, they want a good girl 
when they marry. The Church is the best place to 
find them. They will be respected and trusted if they 
are Christians. 


B) Appealing to girls 


Love of Christ they understand. They want good girl 
friends. They want to be helpful to others and to help 
younger children. They want good boy friends and 
good husbands when they grow up. Christ and the 
Church offer all these things, and help them to grow 
up to be the ideal women they would like to be. 


C) Appealing to wives and mothers 


Many mothers are Christians. All want their children 
to respect them. All want their children to grow up to 
be good. Mother's influence is very great. They 
cannot expect husband and children to do right 
unless they lead them to Christ and the Church. 


D) Appealing to husbands and fathers 


A boy loves his mother but more often follows his 
father. Father should set an example -it speaks 
stronger than words. You cannot drive them to 
Church if you do not go yourself, especially after they 
reach teen age. Boys brought up in Sunday School 
and Church very seldom gets into serious trouble. 
You will reap a reward in your later years for your 
efforts. Remember, a Christian home is a happy 
home. 


E) How to get Faith in God: 


Remember you did not become a doctor, mechanic 
or lawyer, all at once. 
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ii. You first had to make up your mind to try -then you 
worked at it. Finally, as you acquired skill and 
knowledge your faith grew -but first you had to set 
hand and heart to it. 

iii. You say, | will accept Christ and by His help expect to 
lead a Christian life. You will be surprised how that 
faith will grow. 

iv. Christ said if we have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed we can remove mountains.

XVIII. CHURCH LETTER OR TRANSFER: 


Objections to Overcome 


JUST HERE TEMPORARILY. Why not have a Church home 
while you are here. You can always transfer. (Note: A 
Baptist is supposed to transfer membership when he 
moves.) 

Loyalty to old Church at home -doing them no good - 
depriving selves of serving -also deeper spiritual 
fellowship -owe it to community to have strong church 
here. 

Decline serving -OK, we don't require that. 

Ask them the name of Church, place, address, and fill in 
card. 

When the time is ripe, have them sign the card. 

If they do not, leave with a friendly feeling, so you can 
come back again. 

Say, "Maybe you will later -we need you -you would be a 
great help to us -we will be glad to have you with us -etc." 
We need their Christian experience and help. 

Invite them to Church, Young People and Sunday School. 
They will help make a stronger Church. 

Their children will grow up in a Church home. 

They will make new, worth-while acquaintances. 

They will be under the influence of the Holy Spirit more 
strongly, 

Some Churches do not give letters. If no other alternative, 
let them leave their membership in the old Church, and 
join on Christian experience. 


XIX. DECISIONS -HOW TO SECURE: 
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Again, assume the prospect is a Christian, or even a 
member of some Church. 


Assume he was sometime, or that his parents were, and 
that he attended. 

Ask, "What is your opinion of Churches and Christ?" Not, 
"Do you believe in Christ?" 


. Relate your experience, or that of some friend, relative or 


neighbor, who has just joined or accepted Christ. 


. Tell what is expected of members: 


i. Read the Bible, 

ii. Attend services when they can. 
iii. Contribute as they are prospered. 
iv. Serve if possible. 

v. Most important -Just follow Christ. 


. If they are not believers, get them to say yes to the 


following: 


i. You believe in honesty, decency, fairness, justice, 
charity, fortitude. 

ii. You like to live where they are practiced, don't you? 

iii. Where is there a community or country you would 
like to live in that doesn't have churches? 

iv. Over 90% of delinquent children, boys especially, 
come from non-Christian homes -did not attend 
Church and Sunday school. 


. Where is there another organization that does the work of 


the Church? 
i. You want to see your children grow up right. 
ii. You want your home secure -safe from hoodlums. 
iii. Schools are OK, but without morals, education makes 
one a more clever crook. 


. Lodges are OK, but they do not accept everyone. Most 


require a man to be of good moral character. 
i. Churches take men that are not, and make them 
over. 

ii. Churches take men who are, and make them better. 

iii. Church and Sunday School educate children along 
moral lines. 

iv. Where lodges, schools, homes, friends and relatives 
have failed, Christ and the Church have made men 
over. 

v. How are these things going to be carried out if we 
don't do them?

Imagine, if you can, a city without churches. 

The Church changes lives by getting people to 
accept Christ and strive to follow Him.

Appeal to good judgment, character, feelings, 
mother, children, etc. 

You would like to see these standards carried out, 
wouldn't you?

Accept Christ now, here in your home, while you have the 


opportunity, IF HE DOES, secure his decision.

If they have made a commitment to Christ, start in at 
the proper place and persuade them to be baptized 
and join a Church. 

Say: You will be of help to us. 

We hope we can be of help to you. 


L. If unable to accomplish final decision, accomplish what 
you can.

Leave in a friendly manner. 

Invite them to come to Church and Sunday School 
and bring their children. 

Also to the social functions of the Church. 


M. Watch for an opportune time to ask for a decision -avoid 
talking too long.

Let's have a regular night of fellowship and service to 
Christ, once a week, or at least once a month the year 
around, and you will be surprised how your 

Church grows, both in members and in Christian spirit 
and outreach. 

Invite different ones to go with you, hoping they will catch 
the spirit and join in the great crusade. 

Ask young people to go with you, especially when calling 
on youth. 

When you get a commitment for Christ or to join the 
Church, have them come forward the next Sunday, They 
might lead someone else. 

When people are converted, our duty has just begun. 
They need to be led into an atmosphere where they can, 
and will, grow in faith, knowledge, wisdom and service. 
They should be made to feel that they are a part of the 
group and invited into the social life of the Church, and 
groups that they might be interested in working in. 

We should follow up very closely. If they are away for a 
Sunday or two let them know we missed them. 

Sunday School teachers should especially do this. They 
should call in the homes of their pupils often, and on new 
prospects. 

This can be done by a phone call, post card, or better a 
personal call. Better still, a short visit. 

It is usually easier to hold one that has joined the church 
and attended than it is to get new ones. 

A Church, to be a Spiritual body, must be a growing and 
active group. If this is neglected they will all soon lose 
interest and become indifferent to its services and 
purpose. 

This work can best be carried on under the Deacons and 
Deaconesses and should be a part of their work. As the 
Church grows there should be more assistants appointed 
so that no one will have more than 5 or 6 families to 
contact and call. 

God wants and needs everyone to help, and always keep 
in mind that a Church never stands still for long. If it is 
not going ahead, and active and growing, it soon starts to 
go backward. It not only loses financial assistance, but 
loses its spirituality. 

Remember the words of Jesus to His disciples, 'The 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the laborers are few. Pray 
ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that He send forth 
laborers into the harvest." -Matthew 9:37-38. 
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xxiv. Remember also Christ's last commandment, “Go ye 
therefore and teach all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever | 
have commanded you: and o, | am with you always, even 
unto the end of the world."
